STRONG SHOWING 


‘In Support of His Plea of Self-De- 
fense—The Wife's Story—Bitterly 
Persecuted by KMlam for Eleven 
Months. 


Yesterday was the fourth day of the 
Bodkin murder trial in Judge Cheney’s court. 
In thé morning, owing to the unavoidable 
absence of Hon. Stephen M. White, one of 


the defendant’s attorneys, the case was 


postponed until the afternoon at 1 o'clock. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The first witness called was Mr. Mc- 
Donald. Several questions were asked by 
the District Attorney, when it transpired 
that it was the brother of the witness, Alex 
M. McDonald, who was wanted. A. M. Mc- 
Donald was therefore called and testified 
that he lived near Orange. Our places join 
that of the defendant and myself. In May 
he came to my place and wanted to join 
with me in placing a fence around our 
place. He wanted a fence to keep Elam’s 
stock out. He said he had been to see Mr. 
Montgomery about it. ) 

Mr. White objects to what the witness 
was told.

Important Facts About Contracts and 
Subsidies Elicited.

SAN Francisco, July 25.—[By the Asso- 
sociated Press.] “ The Railroad Conimission 
began its session this morning. E. H. Mil- 
ler, secretary and controller of the Central 
Pacific Company, was examined at great 
length in regard to the lines consolidated 
with the Central Pacific. He stated that no 
buvok detailing these facts were kept by the 
company. The conditions under which 
these consolidations occured were not de- 
veloped in the testimony given by Miller. 

CROCKER’S CONTRACTS MISSING. 

Questions asked py the Commission in re- 
gard to contracts which had been given for 
the construction of the road elicited the fact 
that Charles Crocker took one of the first 
and longest contracts. The Commissioners 
desired that word be sent to Crocker, in 
Europe, fur him to return here to serve as a 
witness. To questions propounded by the 
Commission, Secretary Miller said that the 
contracts under which Charles Crocker had 
constructed portions of the Central Pacific 
were missing and could not be found. He 
also said that the executive committee of 
the road kept no record of its proceedings 
to his knowledge.

TRAINS TIED UP. 


Brakemen at Nogales to Go Out on 
a Strike. 

NoGALes (Ariz.), July 25.—pBy the 
Associated Press.} A_ strike occurred 
on the New Mexico, Arizona and 
Sonora Railroad this morning, the brake- 
men refusing to go out. The trouble was 
caused by Superintendent Richards issuing 
orders compelling the men to make up their 
trains in the Nogales yards. To do this, 
the men say, would not, leave them six 
hours rest out of the twenty-four.

The Land-Fraud Cases in Court—A 
Bad Day for Benson—Denis -

SAN FrANCcIscO, July 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Justice Field and Judges 
Sawyer and Hoffman decided adversely to 
Benson and the other surveyors today, in 
the somewhat noted criminal action for 
perjury and conspiracy, and the defendants 
have been ordered to appear and plead to 
the indictments. The courtroom was 
crowded during the dilivery of the decision. 
Two grounds were offered by counsel for 
John A. Benson for quashing the indict- 
ments. One claim was to the effect that the 
indictments were illegal on account of four 
grand jurors not being on the assess- 
ment roll. Justice Field disposed of it by 
holding that the interests of the defendants 
had not been jeopardized and that the 
ground was a mere technicality. The 
offense with which Benson is charged is 
said to have been committed April 15, 1885, 
while the old judicial district of Northern 
California did not come to an end till Aug- 
ust, 1886, Justice Field ruled that proceed- 
ings taken during the December term of 
the District Court of California were valid 
under that section of the act wahdieey the 
state into two districts. “It would have 

en difficult,” said Justice Field ‘‘for Con- 
gress to express in clearer language its 
purpose that for the prosecution and trial of 
past offenses the original district should 
continue in existence. This objection to 
the indictment on the ground that such

ILLEGAL SEIZURE OF OPIUM. 

Judges Sawyer and Hoffman, of the 
United States Circuit Court, decided a point 
raised in the case of E. W. McLean against 
Collector Hager this morning. In Novem- 
ber, 1885, McLean purcha in Honolulu 
1000 tins of opium, which had been seized 
by the Hawaiian custom-house officers and 
sold at auction. He shipped it to Panama 
by way of San Francisco. After its arrival 
here and when an attempt was made to 
place it on the Panama steamer it was 
seized by the Collector. The opium was 
held fora year and then sold at auction by 
the United States Marshal. McLean sued 
the Collector to recover the value of the 
opium and the Collector entered a demurrer, 
claiming that he acted according to law. 
The decision rendered this morning was 
merely on demurrer, and it was held that 
the Collector had no power to compel pay- 


ment of duty on foreign geods in transit to 
foreign localities, nor had he a right to seize 
the opium. .

Later Accounts of the Flood’ 
in Massachusetts, 


Railways Washed Out in Many Places 
and Scores of Bridges Gone. 
Southern New Hampshire Also Visited | 
by Dis#strous Inundations. 


Mrs. Logan's Recent Injuries Very Serious—A 
Wyoming Posse Shoots Two Miners, Mis- 
taking Them for Escaped Convicts—_ .

GREENFIELD (Mass.), July 25.—! By thie 
Associated Press.] Never before in history 
has Miller’s Falls experienced such damage 
by water as was occasioned by Sunday’s 
freshets. Between that town and Erving, a 
distance of six miles,-are twenty-five wash- 
outs and eleven landslides by actual count. 
During Sunday’s violent rain torrents of 
water came rushing down the mountains 
west of the Fitchburg depot,,.gulleying it 
badly. In ashort time the depot flat was 
buried under three feet of water. Just east 
of the passenger station is a freight house: 
This the water totally undermined, leaving 
achasm sixty feet wide and 212 feet deep. 
Through the gravelly soil, passing under- 
neath the sidetracks it dropped the freight 
and coal cars into the chasm and the tor- 
rent rushed down the steep incline to the 
river, tearing a gorge twenty feet deep and 
fifty feet wide, undermining the coal sheds 
and shade trees in its passage. 

South of the Lake House is another gully, 
fully ten feet wide and fifteen feet deep. 
At the railroad yard the tracks are under- 
mined, in places ayn badly. Bridge street 
is gullied so as to be impassable. 

he bridges between Miller’s Falls and 
Ewing are all gone, and travel by team is 
impossible, on which account a transfer of 
pessetests cannot be made. The Ewing 
1ighway, passing through the woods near 
the river, on the flat, is six feet under 
water, and the culvert over the ravine at 
the mouth of Miller’s River is washed out 
twenty-five feet deep. AIL travel between 
Miller’s Falls and Northfield is cutoff. A 
prominent railroad man said that if the 
railroad puts on its entire force of work- 
men, it will take nearly two weeks before 
the road is anywhere near repaired. — 

Of the twenty-five washouts any one is 
large enough to engulf a train, and it is a 
wonder that no fatalities have occurred. 
There isa general blockade of traffic on 
both sides at Erving. At Weldson several 
highway bridges are down, and all roads are 
badly washed. Most of the damage 
on the railroads and highways was caused 
by the swelling of small mountain streams, 
which rushed from the hills, and made 
raging torrents. Altogether these are the 
worst. washouts that Franklin county has 
experienced in many years. They are all 
within a radius of six miles. 

IMMENSE DAMAGE. 

GREAT BARRINGTON (Mass.), July 25.— 
‘The greatest damage by the storm was in 
the valleys of the Green and Black Rivers, 
the major portion of the flood passing down 
the latter river, causing greater distruction 
on the New York side. illsdale was the 
first victim of the overflow. Bridge after 
bridge was cast from the foundations. 
‘’'wenty-three have been destroyed, and the 
total loss is estimated to be over $500,000.

A POSSE’S BLUNDER.

Pullion will die, and Cooley will lose his 
right leg, with the possibility of death also. 
Linke and Baker were members of a posse 
hunting for prisoners who had escaped from 
the Laramie County Jail. Six prisuners, 
including one murderer’ and two _ horse- 
thieves, gagged the jailer and escaped to 
the hills. ‘Two were captured on Saturday 
and two yesterday. The two out were the 
murderer, Ed Linn, and a horse-thief, Lee 
Jones. .Linn and Jones were heard of in 
the vicinity of Chugwater station on Sun- 
day. When the deputies rode in sight of 
Pullion and Cooley they thought they were 
the escaped prisoners. They shot at them 
and ordered them to halt.

When Linke 
and Baker discovered their mistake they 
were horrified, They rode their horses 
‘apidly nothward -to escape a mob of 100 
graders and track-lavers who threatened 
ynching. The wounded men were brought 
to Cheyenne.

Hundreds of Pilgrims Lost by a Ship- 
wreck—The Pope Definies His 
Position Regarding the 
Powers.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Pacific Mail steamer, 
City of Rio Janeiro, arrived last night, 
bringing Hongkong advices to July Ist, and 
Yokohama news to July 9th. By loss of the 
steamer Sir John Lawrence in May, in the 
Bay of Bengal, 800 lives were lost, mainly 
pilgrims of the best families in. Bengal. 
From the 21st to the 26th of May, a cyclone 
raged in the Bay of Bengal, with disastrous 
results to shipping, and was attended with 
great. loss of life. The storm was _ the 
severest experienced in that quarter since 
1886, judging from the reports of vessels 
whieh weathered it. The passengers on 
board the Sir John Lawrence numbered 
750, the officers and crew numbering fifty. 
The passengers were mainly women going 
ona pilgrimage to the famous temple of 
Jaganath at Puri. There is scarcely a native 
family in Calcutta which does not bemoan 
the loss of a relative by the disaster. 

THE POPE’S LATE LETTER. 

July 25.—[By Cable and <Asso- 
ciated Press.] Le Moniteur publishes the 
text of the letter addressed by the Pope to 
Cardinal Rampollaon June 5th, when the 
latter assumed the functions of Pontifical 
Secretary of State. In this letter the Pope 
explains fully the principles which he has 
followed in the government of the church. 
He declares that he took upon himself a 
mission to reconcile the Pope and govern- 
ment and the uncivilized states. Referring 
first.to Italy, the Pope develops the ideas 
ep eee in the consistory and allocution 
of May 23d, when he laid down as a basis of 
the pacification of Italy, the acknowledg- 
ment of the independence of the Holy See. 
He reiterates his claims to territorial sover- 
eignty as an indispensable condition of 
settlement; all other schemes, he says, be- 
ing unworthy of consideration. 

Adverting next to Austria, the Pope says 
that the piety of the Emperor and devotion 
of the imperial family to the Holy See have 
rendered their mutual relations the best 

ssible, and that wise statesmen, enjoying 
he confidence of the Emperor, have pro- 
moted religion in Austro-Hungary and the 
establishment ot perfect concord. France, 
the elder daughter of the church, was men- 
tioned as a source of evils. The Pope 
trusted that these evils would be dispelled. 
Turning to Spain, the Pope says: “T 
first need is a union of Catholics in defense 
of their religion, in devotion to the Holy 
See and in reciprocal charity, so that Spain 
be misguided by personal aims.”’

ligious peacemaking to its full achieve- 
ment.”’ 
The Pope concluded with reference to 
fostering missions to bring back to the 
church her separated people.

The iron king of Germany had this little 
house photographed, and the pictures were 
distributed among his 20.000 workmen some 
years ago. The inscription accompanying 
these photographs is: 

Fifty years ago this primitive dwelling was 
the abode of my parents. I hope that no one of 
our laborers may ever know such struggles as 
have been required for the establishment of 
these works. Twenty-five years ago that success 
was still doubtful which has at length—gradu- 
ally yet wonderfully—rewarded the exertions, 
fidelity and perseverance of the past. May this 
example encourage others who are in difficulties! 
May it increase respect for small houses and 
sympathy for the larger sorrows they too often 
contain! The object of labor should be the com- 
mon weal. If work bring biessing, then is labor 
prayer. May every one in our community, from 
the highest to the lowest, thoughtfully and wisely 
strive to secure and build his prosperity on this

Nearly every government except England 
and the United States has many Krupp 
guns. It has been stated by the great manu- 
facturer that he had sent out mdre thati 20,000 
pieces of artillery. In 1860,he exhibited one 
of his masterpieces at Paris. It weighed 
15,000 kilograms and used $800 worth of 
powder and iron every .time it was dis- 
charged. The production is not limited to 
any particular style of weapon. In a month 
peces, thirty 5.7-inch cannon, fifteen 
¥.53-inch cannon, eight 11-inch cannon, one 
14-inch gun, length 28 feet and 7 inches. The 
daily capacity of his works is, aside from this, 
2.700 steel rails, 350 tires, 150 axles, 180 
wheels, 1 000 wedges and 1,500 bombshells, 
The boilers used in these works aggregate 
18,500 horse power.

Why Do Bees and Wasps Sting? 

[American Agriculturist.] 

Their weapons often serve to protect 
them from their enemies, but with bees, 
especially the honey or hive bées, at the 
approach of winter the drones or males 
are no longer of any use, and are killed 
off by the sting of the workers to save 
the stores of honey they would other- 
wise consume. With many of the 
wasps, their stings are food-preservers. 
The large wasps, which make their 
holes in the ground, and some bees, 
like the carpenter bees, which cut cir- 
cular holes in boards or other wood, 
deposit an egg in one of these holes, 

lace food for the grub that will hatch 

rom this egg to feed upon, and when 
this grub has made its growth it goes 
into the crysalis state, and in time 
comes out a perfect bee or wasp, as it 
may be. But, you ask, “what has this 
to do with the sting?’’ A great deal. 
If the caterpillar or other insect in- 
tended as food for the young bee or 
wasp were dead when stored away, it 
would decay and be useless. The 
effect of the poison of the sting is to 
keep it in a semi-torpid existence, 
alive, but still dormant, and thus 
preserve the food in a — condition 
to be eaten by the grub of' the bee or 
wasp. In this respect we can see that 
the sting plays a very useful part, but 
when the sting is employed upen our- 
selves we fail to see what g end is 
accomplished. Even when a 
keeper is doing his best for the comfort 
and welfare of his bees they will often 
turn upon and sting him most need- 
less]y and painfully.

The operation 
ted about three hours, and there was 
not a break in the attending surgeon’s 
opinion as to the fatal termination of 
the case. 

The patient remained in ge 
cataleptic condition day after day 
until the time lengthened into weeks. 
There was neither inprovement nor 
retrogression apparent. The .wound 
was healthy, but did not heal, and 
there was a profuse discharge of pus. 
These conditions were maintained until 
it became evident there was some- 
thing foreign in the brain. Dr. Beard 
decided to reopen the wound, and the 
original line of incisions were followed 
with a knife. Ether was not given, 
there being no necessity for it. en 
the brain was opened the outer edge 
appearei1 good, but on the inside there 
had been an alarming destruction of 
tissue. The brain seemed to be de- 
cayed. A quantity that did not resist 
the slightest pull was removed. | 

The surgeon was astonished to find, 
deeply embedded in the brain, a _ splin- 
ter of bone, the length and thickness of 
an ax’s edge, which had evidently been 
carried through on the point of the ax. 
Search was made for other pieces’ of 
bone, but none were found. It is esti- 
mated that over one-quarter of the 
brain substance was removed during 
the operation. After the wound was 
closed the patient was given stimulants 
at short intervals. 

It was a long siege,. but the patient 
ot beyond the danger line in time. He 
me conscious after four days and 
seemed to be perfectly intelligent. The 
only sign of the loss of brain — in 
the patient’s inability to speak. cle 
seems well in every other way, and it is 
thought that the power to talk will 
come back.

Corn 
wheat, barley and all the cereals can be raised 
here, as can the sugar cane, tobacco, cotton, 
grapes, oranges, figs, bananas, limes, pome- 
granates, cocoanuts, pineapples, lemons, 
peaches and apricots, as well as theapple and 
pear of the temperate zone. 

On the hillsides there is good grazing for 
horses, cattle, sheepand goats the entire year, 
and the cafions are timbered with liveoaks.

RAINFALL. 


Rain falls gently and evenly during the 
night and is not accompanied with high winds 
and vivid lightning, as in countries further 
north.

So thickly are the lands covered with 
blossoms of various wild flowers, clover, etc., 
that honey can be produced in any quantity 
marketable.

The wild bees have taken 
such possession of this land of flowers that 
the settlers will find an abundance of sweeten- 
ing at their very doors.
